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1 . The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

2. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

3. The filing date of the certified British priority application copy provided by WIPO 
was not discernable therefrom. However in view of the specific granting of the priority 
date by WIPO in the corresponding PCT application it is held that the requirements of 
35 U.S.C. 119 for foreign priority have been satisfied. 

4. Claims 4-1 0 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) or 37 CFR 1 .436 (PCT Rule 
6.4(a)) as being in improper form because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend 
from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, these 
claims have not been further treated on the merits. 
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5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1 and 3/1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Ward, Jr. US 6,789,422. 

Note abstract, Figs. 1-3 and col. 5, lines 12-62. 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Garcia et al US 5,412,985 in view of Lysen et al US 6,526,829. 

Garcia et al especially in the abstract, drawing, col. 1, lines 41-48, col. 3, lines 3-12, col. 
4, lines 3-5 and 61-64 and col. 5, lines 27-65 discloses an analysis method substantially 
as set forth as noted in the written opinion of the corresponding PCT application, of 
record in the application file herein. It differs from claim 1 in that it does not disclose 
polar plotting as claimed. However such would have been an obvious expedient to aid 
in analysis since such plots are of known utility for such purposes and in view of the use 
of a polar plot for similar analysis in Figs. 12-1 3 of Lysen etal. Use of a reference 
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trajectory would be a further expedient to aid in analysis since such would ease 
comparison. The vibration and tachometer (speed) data appear to be acquired 
independently in Garcia et al. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The cited references show rotation monitoring systems and/or 
were cited in the PCT.
